Tae oonflicting ramora about the Tennessee
leave her fate in doubt, but inorease the pro-
babilities that she has been obliged to trast
to her sails instead of steam, and that her
voyage has thns been protracted wilhont
periona’'y endangering the safety of the com-
missioners and her orew. It is said that a
war veasel sold by the United States to the
Haytion Government a few years ago was
lost on a voyage from an Awerican port lo
Hayti, when she had on board a number of
prominsnt men connected with the Haytien
Government, and some of those who are
fearful of the fate of the Tannessee
would regard her loss as one of the atriking
and shooking coincidences that occasionally
ooour in national affairs. There appears to
be good gronnds, however, for the hope that
the Tennessee is still asfe, and that the chief
result of the prolongation of her voyage will
be such s delsy in the investigation and
report of the commissioners that the present
Congresa will be unable to act definitely and
underatandingly on Graunt's annexation
goheme. If this anticipation proves ocorrect,
the San Domingo guestion will go over to
the next Oongress instead of being
disposed of by the present Honse and
Senate, and the chances of the success of the
Presidential policy will thus be materially
diminished, When the Tennesses started on
ber voyage it was supposed that timns would
be afforded for her safe return before the
ides of March, and that a favorable report
from the commissioners would probably
insure the immediate passage of an annexa-
tion bill, This programme, however, has baen
substantially broken up either by adverse
winds, defective machinery, or, possibiy, by
a fearful calamity; and from present indica-
tiens the politicul futnre of the nation may be
sensibly affected by the mishaps of the vessel
whose fate is now an object of universal
solicitude,.

1IE WEST POINT SQUABILES.
Tur squabblea among the West Point stu-
dents continue to engage the attention of
Congress, and it was asserted in the de-
bate yesterday that the root of the trouble
was not only the admission of a colored
oadet, but “‘the presence of a cadet, the son
of a man high ia anthority, who interfered
with ord .r8 and discipline.” It is to be re-
gretted that such difficulties arise in a na-
tional school of so much importance, and we
hope that a solation will be found for them.
While every student at West Point ounght to
be taught that he owes his highest allegiance
to the whole nation, every mere partisan
influence should be excluded, and
offenders shonld be [punished without
fear, favor, or affection. It is bad enough
that what is called *‘inflnence” determines
who shall be the cadets, and “inflaence” of
any and every kind should stop just at that
point—so that the institution may be con.-
ducted on such principles as will give it the
highest degree of effiviency. West Poinl is
not supported by the nation as a hospital for
youthful imbeciles, nor as a playground for
young rioters, but as a nursery of the leaders
of future Awmerican armies, and nothing
should besuffered to militate against the de-
velopment of th: mental, moral, and physical
trength of the cadets.

York and other citiea the valus of whioh can
scarcely be overestimated. Philadelphia haa
been repoatedy aconsed of a want of enter-
prise, and as there is now a magunificent op-
portunity to prove the incorreoiness of such
nccusation, it onght not to be neglected.

A sony of five hundred mounted horsemen,
who are supposed to have beon members of a
Ku-Klux Klen, recently broke open a jail in
Columbia, South Carolina, and took out tem
negro prisoners confined on charges of murder
and ardon, eight of whom they instantly
killed, Before the days of the Ku-Klnx
similar outrages were not unfreqnently com.
mitted in the South in the name of Lynch
law; and whatever they may be styled, they
are indioationa of the prevalenoce of a spirit of
barbarism exceedingly disgraceful to the
community in which it is tolerated. Unhap.
pily many sections of tha Sonth nead not only
reconstroction but civilization, and it is vain
to bope for the establishment of law and
order until their savage instinets have been
tamed.

THE FINK ARTS,
The nrudemv_;l Fine Arts.

The directors of the Academy of Fine Arts
have purchased a lot of ground in a very suit-
able location—Broad and Cherry sireels—
but they have as yet taken no steps towards
erecting a new bullding, or at least they have
done nothing towards exciting a public laterest
in the enterprise. The gentlemen composing
the Board of Directors of the Academy of Fine
Arts are all engaged In other occupations,
which employ the major portion of thelr tim~,
and they elther refuse or neglect (o secure the
co-operation of persons outside of their own
body for the promotion of a scheme in which
all the cltizens of Philadelphia are more or less
interested. The consequence of this manage-
ment, or rather waot of management, is that
the Academy Is now, as it ever has beon, an
obstacle rather than an ald to the cause
of art culture in this city, It
stands in the way of the establishment of an art
school and art musenm that will falil the
proper ends for which such an institution ought
to exist more than the Academy of Fine Arls
ever hae done as yet, It is possible that the
directors of the Academy may be able, in conrse
of time, to put up a bulldiog such as the art fo-
terests of the city demand, and when It is com-
pleted fill it with works of permanent intereat
and valuo. They may aldo by thelr own uaaided
eiortg, or with the assistance of a limited circle
of stockholdera nud subseribers be able to carry
on arl schiools that will edncate properly suc-
cessive generations of painters, sculptors, and
industrial designers, and perform all the other
functions of a Orst-clasg art schiool, Tha past
history of the Academy of Fine Arts, however,
does not inspire any very great expectations in
thig direction;: and experience, if it 1s of any
value as a eriterion of the f{utare, proves
that if the new Academy is to be
what it slhould be, a geoneral jublic
interest must be excited in It. The close corpo-
ration plan uposn which the old institution was
condu ted, by which 1his professional artists
were practically excluded from all share in its
management, was its greatest drawback. The
gentlemen who composed the successive boards
of directors were not artists, but were busily
engaged in other purauits, and looked upon the
Academy of Fine Arts more as an e¢legant play-
thing to amuse tbeir lelsure moments thou as
an important publie institution that ought to
exert u powerful lofluence upon the culture of
soclety. Now, If ever, is the time to remedy the
defects of management which have ilmpaired
th+ usefulness of the Academy of Fine Arts
in the past, aod it is particalarly Important that
those who profess Lo be luterested in the matter
should act with declsion and energv, as both la
New York and Boston movements for the esta-
blishment of extensive art museums and arg
schools have been started under remarkably
favorable ausplices. The collection of art works
owned by the Pennsyivania Academy of Fine

| Artsis a better nucleus for a great art iostitn-

tion than exists in America, and only a lack of
energy and proper management cau prevent a
really valuable art school from being established
liere.

As it Is, the only art seliool we have that is
worthy of the nnme is the 8chool of Design for
Women, and that s embarrasgsed by a want of
sufliclent income to enable it to do all that its
principal Professor, T. W. Braldwood, desiras.
The claim of the School of Design to notice
does not consist a'one In the fact that it carries
ont the alm of its foundation In educating youog
women for a profession by which they can earn
their living respectably, but rather ln the thor-
ough educational course which every pupil is
obliged to pass through. Professor Braldwood's

they do take the proper steps In the matler, wa
have nol the slightest doubt that they can oh-
tain witbout serious difficulty sl the monoy they
peed, not only to erect an elegant and commo-
dious bullding, but (o provide it with all the ne-
cessary applinnces of an art sehool and musenm
that will be & credit to Philadelphia.

An exhibition of seventy-five pletures hy Mr.
Edward Moran will be opened in a few days at
Earles' Gallerlon, for the benefit of the News-
boye' Home. Mr. Moran has been emploved
during the last nine months In finishing a la=ge
number of works in oll and water-celor, which
bave accumulated o hia studio, and in elecutlng
s nomber of new workes, These pletures em-
brace n great varlety of styles and subjects,
prineipally landseape and marine, and many of
them are In Mr. Moran's best manner. The
exhibition, as being composed of the works of
a single artist, will possess considerable interest,
and we hepe that it will net a handsome sum
for the very deserving Instiintion for whoe
benefit it will be held.
